officers to-morrow. 

The navy department has completely 
ceased its purchased of ships for con- 
version into war vessels, swing to the 
exhaustion of the fifty million dollars war 
fund. Itis confidently expected that con- 
gress will come to the relief of the depart- 
ment as it is still in need of auxillary 
vessels, 

The Port Royal dry dock, according to 
official information, will now be accessible 
to United States war ships, even the biggest 
of the fleet, should they meet with accident 
during the campaign.

The first naval engagement of the war 
took place ea Sunday morning off Manilla, 
between the Spanish and American fleets. 
The following is the report of the engage- 
ment, from Spanisk official sources : 

Madrid 8 p.m. The following is the text 
of the official despatch from the governor- 
general of the Philippines to the minister 
of war, Lieut-general Correa, as to the 
engagment off Manilla; last night, April 
30th: The batteries at the entrance to the 
Port announced arrival of the enemy's 
squadron, forcing passage under obscurity 
of night. Atday break the enemy took up 
positions, opening with strong fire against 
Forts Cavite and Trinisal. Our fleet engag- 
ed the enemy in a brilliant combat. They 
obliged the enemy with heavy loss to 
mauoeuvre repeatedly. At. 9 o'clock the 
United States squadron took refuge behind 
the foreiga merchant shiping cn east side of 
the bay. Our fleet, considering the enemy's 
supericrity, naturally suffered severe loss. 
The Maria Christina is on fire and another 
ship, believed to be Don Juan de Austria, 
waajblown up. There was considerable ioss 
of life. Captain Cadaraes, commanding the 
Maria Christina, is among the killed. 1 
cannot now give further details. The spirit 

of the navy and volunteers is excellent. 

Madrid, May Ist, (midnight) late official 
telegrams say Admiral Montijo has trans- 
ferred his fiag to the Cruiser Isla de Cuba 
from the cruiser Reina Maria Christina 
which is completely burned,

Appelle, Long lake and Saskatchewan 
railway. There had been only three 
trains inte Prince Albert in the last 
two months and the railway absolute- 
ly refused to carry passengers or 
freight into Prince Albert for six 
weeks to come. Wasit, he asked, not 
possible to compel the railway com- 
pany to fulfil the conditions of their 
charter, which required them to run 

| trains at least twice a week. The 
/rates on the road are exhorbitantly 
high and the settlers are compelled to 
feed their grain to cattle so that they 
‘could drive them to the end of the 
other railway. He charged that this 
policy is pursued systematically so as 
to develop the bonds of the railway 
ud inside of a year or two, if 
this thing is allowed to go on, the 
shares could be bought for four or five 
nts on the dollar.

NEW IND{AN TREATY. 


It is the intention of the Indian de- 
partment to creaté a new treaty to 
be known as No 8, to comprise 

|the Athabasca and Peace river dis- 
tricts. Settlement is now going into 
that region and the government does 
not wish to take possession of the land 
which has been looked upon by the 
Indians and half-breeds of that vast 
conntry as their undisputed — possess- 
sion, without paying over some money 
to the inhabitants and arriving at an 
amicable arrangement. It is estimated 
that there are 3,000 Indians—Beaver, 
Cree and Chipewyan  tribes—and 
2,000 halfbreeds living there, and 
some difficulty may be .met with be- 
fore the matter is brought to a suc- 
cessful issue. However, it has been 
decided to appoint a commission to 
confer with the various chiefs. These 
conferences will begin in June, 1899, 

as it will be impossible te notify the 
members of the various bands before 
that time.

IN MEMORIAM. | 
The service last evening in the Methodist 
church was attended by a very large aud- 
ience. The special features of the service | 
were held in memory of Mrs. Mary Gates, 
whose death at the residence of her son, we 
noticed in cur columns last week. The Rev. 
Mr. Dyke reada short obituary showing that 
deceased wus born May 12th, 1807 in 
Armagh, [reland They removed to Ontario 
in 1846 from whence she went to Michigan 
in 1891, came to Alberta in 1896. Her hus- 
band died 55 years ago. She had excellent 
qualities of industry, kindness and warm 
appreciation of her friends. The relatives 
of the deceased filled the two front centre 
seats in the church. The text was from 
Job xiv; 14, and had been selected Sy the 
deceased as the scripture from whick Mr. 
Dyke was to preach. Aiter some remarks 
on the pecn!iar features of the book of Job, 
the preacher proceeded to show human 
sorrow was permitted by the love of God 
for the purpose of developing humac 
character. Iu speaking of the word death 
the speaker showed how difficult it was to 
take such words, turn them inside out, and 
show clearly and fully what they mean. 
Human death was more than the breaking 
down of machinery, more than decay, or 
even ceasing to be. It was a complete 
separator of soul and body, the partiag 
from friends, earth, time and the entrance 
into another world for eternity. It depend- 
eda great deal upon ourselyes and our 
life here, whether death was a penalty or 
a remedy and areward. In discussing the 
question of the future world, Mr. Dyke by 
very forceful argument, showed that apart 
from revelation the necessity of another 
life was proven by the unsatisfactory nature 
of this life. Things are very unequal iu 
this world, poverty and riches, burdens and 
rest, sickness and health, joy and sorrow 
were very unequally distributed and there 
must be some other life in which justice, 
truth and honor wil! be fully asserted. 
Revelation clearly teaches, not only the 
lessons of this life but the certainty of the 
life beyond. In view of these facts men 
should live right and wait patiently for the 
mystery of death as to what, when and how 
it may come.
